Daily Bible Meditations 

Sunday, Ecclesiastes 11 : 1-10. "In 
Ihe morning sow thy seed, and in the 
evening withhold not thine hand." For 
each of us, life's little day flies all too 
swiftly, and "the night cometh when 
no man can work." We cannot afford 
to idle away even one precious hour 
that comes to us laden with oppor- 
tunities of sowing the "good seed of 
the Kingdom." 

Every pure thought, true word, and 
loving deed shall add to the wealth 
of our harvest. 

Monday, Ecclesiastes 12: 1-14. "Re- 
member now thy Creator in the days 
of thy youth." 

"In life's gay morn, when sprightly 
youth 

With vital ardour glows, 

And shines in all the fairest charms 

Which beauty can disclose: 

Deep on thy soul, before its powers 

Are yet by sin enslaved, 

Be thy Creator's glorious name 

And character engraved." 
Tuesday, Jude 1:1-9. "Jude, the 
servant of Jesus Christ." Jude was 
the brother of James, the first Bishop 
of Jerusalem, and we believe half- 
brother of the Lord Jesus. He does 
not mention his human relationship 
to Christ, but humbly speaks of him- 
self as His servant, or, as it means 
in the Creek, slave. This Epistle is 
addressed to "them that are sancti- 
fied (v. 1), and might be called the 
"Battle Epistle," with "earnestly con- 
tend for the faith" (v. 3) as its key- 
note. 

Wednesday, Jude 1: 10-16. "To 
whom is reserved the blackness of 
darkness for ever." These verses give 
a terrible description of those who fol- 
low after evil. Clouds driven before 
the wind, bringing only darkness — no 
fruitful rain; autumn trees, blighted 
and barren; breakers, restless, loud 
and dangerous; wandering stars — of 
no use to guide or steel- by. No won- 
der such hearts are wretched and de- 
spairing:. 
"Rise, thou lost one, rise and flee. 

Lo! thy Saviour waits for thee." 
Thursday, Jude 1: 17-25. "Keep 
yourselves in the love of God." God's 
love is over all His creatures but in 
a very special sense it enfolds those 
who are His "dear children," through 
faith in Christ Jesus. 

The souls who dwell thus in the 
love of God as in a pure, sunny, life- 
giving atmosphere, grow in spiritual 
beauty and strength. 
"Souls of men! why will ye scatter 

Like a crowd of frightened sheep ? 

Foolish hearts! why will ye wander 

From a love so true and deep? 
Friday, Psalm 54: 1-7. "Behold God 
is mine helper." David had many 
enemies. King Saul with his army 
pursued him seeking his life. The 
men of the district in which he had 
sought refuge informed the King of 
his hiding place. But David relied 
upon God as his helper and ere long 
was able to testify, "He hath delivered 
me out of al! trouble." 

"And the God who lived in David's 
time is just the same to-day." 

Saturday, Psalm 55: 1-11. "oh that 
I had wings like a dove." Sometimes 
when life is hard and difficult we long 
to escape from everything to a place 
where our circumstances woulrl be 
easier. But if it is our duty to stay 
where we are God can give' us even 
there, just the rest and strength we 
need. His promise, "My grace is suf- 
ficient," is as time to-day as when 
first given to the Apostle Paul.

Arrival Acclaimed by Press and Public as a National 
Benefaction— Tokyo's Civic Reception— Seven Thou- 
sand Cry "Banzai"— Largest Hall Packed to Ex- 
cess on Sunday — Japanese Premier Presides 
Over Distinguished Gathering— 787 Seekers 

THE most sought form in Tokyo to-day is the General's, whose 

presence is regarded as a national benefaction. Arriving at 
Yokohama on Monday vociferous greetings from a huge crowd 
of Salvationists and friends marked his first step on Japanese 
soil, joy breaking down national reticence, crowds of students, the 
general public, and foreign residents surging around the Inter- 
national party. 

The brief, but intense, quayside welcome was re-echoed 
throughout the city by the Press, which in leading articles and 
special interviews declared unqualified appreciation of the pres- 
ence of, in the words of one leading Japanese organ, "the greatest 
living practicer of preachment." 

Tokyo's Civic Reception on Thursday night was a scene of 
remarkable enthusiasm. The General was received by the Gov- 
ernor of the Tokyo Prefecture, Bishop Usakia of the Methodist 
Church and other Civic leaders, and conducted to the Park Amphi- 
theatre through an avenue of two thousand Japanese lanterns in 
the hands of Salvationists. 

Seven thousand people cried "Banzai," Japan's national greet- 
ing, as the General spoke his first words to Japan. Fifty leading 
commercial men of Japan met the General at the residence of 
Viscount Shibusawa on Friday afternoon and listened with the 
greatest appreciation to a declaration of the Army's faith. 

Three thousand students of Keio University were addressed 
by the General on Friday morning and expressed their apprecia- 
tion of his message by thunderous greetings. The General's tri- 
umphant declaration of the possibility of a change of heart for 
all made a deep impression on these thousands of Buddhist, Shin- 
toist and Christian students. 

The acute problem on Sunday was the handling of the great 
crowds and proper dealing with the numei'ous seekers. The Aoy- 
ama Kikwan Hall, the largest available, was packed to excess and 
overflow Meetings were addressed by Lt.-Commissioner Cunning- 
ham and Brigadier Bernard Booth. 

Mr. Reijoro Wakatsuki, the Japanese Prime Minister, sup- 
ported by over seventy principal figures in Japanese public life, 
including the American Ambassador, presided at the afternoon 
Meeting. 

All the campaign is re-echoing memories of the Founder's 
visit and this gathering was deeply moved as the General told 
how the Founder's plans for the Army had been earned out. 

During the week-end there were 787 seekers for Holiness and 
Salvation, the Prayer-Meetings showing remarkable scenes, the 
platform and the hall in all parts being crowded with seekers and 
praying Soldiers. 

The General was greatly moved with the zeal of Japanese 
Salvationists. He is being supported in this heavy Campaign by 
Commissioner Eadie, Lt.-Commissioner Yamamuro, the latter now- 
being introduced as the new Territorial Commander.

He then launched into a most in- 
tensely interesting, instructive and il- 
luminating account of the Army's 
manifold activities based on his ob- 
servations and study over a period of 
forty years and what he had per- 




refveshing to have them re-stated, and 
when this is done with all the per- 
sonal magnetism and forceful elo- 
quence of a great leader the effect is 
to send a thrill through the ranks of 
the Army which has a revivifying ef- 
fect from centre to circumference. 

Consider again his thrilling appeals 
to stand by the principles of the Cross 
of Christ. With forty years' faithful 
and devoted service to those principles 
as an Officer of the Army behind him 
he spoke with certainty and authority, 
and his words carried conviction with 
them. 

One felt that here spoke a man who 
knew the meaning of loyalty to Christ, 
one who had been tested on many a 
hard field, one who was ready to go 
all the way with Jesus, even to death 
itself. And such a speaker compels 
attention, even from the most care- 
less and indifferent.

Turned from the Faith 

"Great masses of people are being 
turned from their simple faith. Even 
into the Christian Church have come 
forces and powers that fill the hearts 
and minds of followers of Christ with 
scepticism and unbelief and a com- 
promising spirit. 

"We cannot live in an atmosphere 
so demoralizing and insidious without 
being affected. In view of these things 
therefore it behooves us to stand firm 
and keep first things first." 

With such impassioned words, and 
many more, he besought his hearers 
to resist modern tendencies and hold 
fast to the glorious truth that the 
Blood eleanses from all sin and that 
Entire Sanctification is possible for 
believers. 

At the conclusion of Commissioner 
Mapp's powerful address Commission- 
er Hich pleaded for surrenders, and 
with the skill of a past master in di- 
recting large Prayer-Meetings he led 
halting ones up to the point of con- 
secration.

To the accompaniment of bells 
rung by Mrs. Cartel-, and a weird- 
looking tom-tom made of human 
skulls manipulated by the Brigadier 
this went well, as did also a similar 
item rendered by members of the 
"Conquerors" Session. 

The Brigadier at the conclusion of 
the singing gave an interesting de- 
scription of the tom-toms which came 
into his possession during his stay in 
India, and also related some of his 
experiences in that land. 

Designated by Commissioner Rich 
as "a real bit of India," Ensign Mani- 
kavasagur next spoke. He enlightened 
his audience coi'it'eiiiing many of the 
customs of his countrymen and gave 
some idea of the tremendous difficul- 
ties encountered by missionary Officers 
in combatting witchcraft, idolatry and 
false religions. He made an eloquent 
;-ppeal for his country and the mil- 
lions of darkened souls there. "We 
want Christ for India/' he exclaimed 
passionately in conclusion. 

Heart-stirring flea 

Adjutant White likewise made an 
earnest and heart-stirring plea for the 
country of her- adoption, and described 
her work among the young people of 
India. A moving part of her address 
was when she conveyed the_personal 
greetings of Mrs. Ensign iraser, a 
Canada West Missionary Officer, with 
whom she had been stationed at the 



Winnipeg V11I Corps, whose husband 
had laid down his life for the people 
he had gone to labor amongst. 

The group of nurses representing 
the Army's hospitals made a cliaifning 
contribution to the program. On rising 
to sing it was seen that in the hands 
of a small child reposed the ends of 
many scarlet ribbons, one of which 
each nurse held. It was a pretty sight 
and their singing of "Rescue the Per- 
ishing" to the tune of the Russian 
Hymn was well in keeping with their 
appearance. 

Needs of Far-off Fields 

The address given by Commissioner 
Mapp was a powerful one and brought 
home to the minds and hearts of his 
listeners the magnitude of the Army's 
many-sided operations. He visualized 
the needs of far-off foreign fields in 
striking fashion by giving a graphic 
description of . the . perishing multi- 
tudes in heathen darkness. "The call 
for help comes from the millions yet 
in Satan's clutch," he said, "they look 
our way with staring eyes and out- 
stretched, eager hands," 

He made touching reference to the 
great sacrifices made by Missionary 
Officers in leaving the homeland, loved 
ones and comfort to serve Christ in 
foreign fields, and recalled the fact 
that "Major Maggie Andrew spoke 
from the platform at the memorable 
Missionary Meeting conducted by the 
General two Congresses ago and has 
since forfeited her life for the great 
cause. 

Who would fill the vacant places? 
How would the young men and wemen 
rf to-day consider the compelling chal- 
lenge? These and other thoughts 



flashed through the mind as amid a 
tense hush the Commissioner con- 
cluded his appeal — 

"1 gave mvself for Thee 
What wilt thou do for Me?" 

Scarcely had the words left the 
speaker's lips when a young woman, 
trying hard to suppress her sobs, came 
down the aisle to lay her all upon the 
altar. She was the forerunner of sev- 
eral splendid specimens of young man- 
hood and womanhood, each voluntar- 
ily and deliberately making their 
choice to follow the Calvary path. 

It was an inspiring scene. As the 
seekers, at the invitation of Commis- 
sioner liich, made their way to the 
front singly or in twos and threes 
from all parts of the building, it was 
clearly evident that the call of Christ 
had sounded with unusual insistence. 
Human compulsion was in most cases 
quite unnecessary. 

Helped (o a Decision 

At a late hour over thirty surrend- 
ers were registered, and still others 
came. Among the fishers Mrs. Com- 
missioner Rich rendered splendid and 
efficient service and a number of halt- 
ing ones were helped to a decision by 
her untiring efforts. 

In all sixty persons knelt at the 
Cross, some splendid consecrations re- 
sulting. The gathering closed in ^n 
outburst of triumphant praise to God 
for the seal set on the gathering" fay 
His presence, and the singing of the 
Army Doxology. 

Durintr the evenine- an offering was 
taken which met with a splendid re- 
sponse, over one hundred dollars being 
raised in quick time.

Commissioner Mapp then 
commenced to speak and in his first few 
words drew near to the hearts of those 
present as he told them that though he 
came to them as their International 
Secretary and the representative of the 
General, he wanted them also to feel that 
he came as their brother and as their 
friend. Introducing Ensign Manikavasa- 
gar, the Commissioner explained that 
though his is a long name it has a beauti- 
ful meaning, as it means "jewel." The 
Ensign gave a short and bright testimony. 

The hearts of all present were gripped 
by Commissioner Mapp as he graphically 
brought before the minds of all. a vision 
of the world's great need and called for a 
response to meet it. urging bis hearers 
to faithfully stand by the Flag and attack 
with greater zeal and devotion the forces 
of evil on every side. 

It was a heart searching, soul stirring, 
convincing and encouraging message, 
arousing the Soldiers like a clarion call to 
fresh warfare, setting forth the Army 
ideals of duty to one's own soul, to God 
and to others. The Commissioner con- 
cluded with a burning appeal for reconse- 
cration so that a great revival might 
sweep over Canada West. 

Greatly Moved 

The whole gathreing was greatly moved 
by the Commissioner's forceful words. 
One sensed that veterans in the fight, who 
had stormed many a trench and wrested 
many iiophies from the enemy, gripped 
their swords the tighter and resolved to 
strike still harder at the enemy. Young 
warriors were mightily enthused to dare 
great things for God. faltering ones were 
inbued with new resolution to remain 
true at. all costs, weak ones were strength- 
ened, those tempted to be disloyal and 
unfaithful were made to teel ashamed of 



such traitor thoughts and to gird on the 
armor anew. 

Throughout the whole ranks ran that 
electric quiver which betokened a whole- 
hearted response to their Leader's call, 
and with hands uplifted in a spirit of 
fervent devotion, they pledged themselves 
anew to cany on the Salvation War.
